Self Reduce upon Figures aud Facts. 

Self Reliance has ingeniously shifted 
his position in endeavoring to make out 
a good caso for tho Government; in his 
first letter be claimed that 
"bai 



"wo are tho 

lesV embarrassed than wo wero five years 
ago by a reduction in tho Civil List of 
$90,000." This statement wo asserted 
was entirely erroneous. Self Reliance in 
attempting to show that wo aro wrong in 
this assertion, changes his position from 
five years to two, and now quotes from 
the Goiouial Estimates of British Colum- 
bia and Vancouver Island for 18G6, in* 
stead of from those for 1863, to support 
his assertion as to the difference between 
tho present oxponditoro and that of live 
years ago. Next with regard to the 
public dobt of $1,200,000 which our 
correspondent says has not increased ono 
jot since five years ago, without indulging 
in caustic romarks, wo really should 
like to know from what source our cor- 
respondent obtains his figures. In Jan- 
uary 186& when tho British Columbian 
Estimates for tho year were laid before 
tin first Legislative Council, Sir James 
Douglas beiug Governor, the amount of tin 
public debt of that Colony was £100,000, 
and no more; thcro was an excess of cx« 
penditure ovor income for tho year 18G3 
ofabont £17,000, and a sum of £10,700 
was duo to the Imperial Government for 
the Barracks and other buildings erected 
for the use of the Engineers at New 
Westminster. During tho year 1SG3 
nearly £99,000 had beon expended in 
public roads, works and buildings, and 
there was "a substantial and producing 
property to show for tho loan, for the 
road tolls were at that timo yielding a 
profit of over twenty-five per cent, per 
annum upon the outlay. In March 1864 
an ordinance was passed to authorise a 
further loan of £100,000 for tho survey, 
construction and maintenance of roads 
and other public works in British Colum* 
bia; ono of the last official acts of Sir 
James Douglas as Governor was his 
assent to this Ordiauce; no debentures 
could by possibility havo been issued 
under the authority of this Ordinance 
until after Mr. Seymour became Governor; 
les3 according to our calculation tnan fivo 
years ago. On that our correspondent 
should learn to rely upon dates and 
figures, rather than upon self. In Van- 
couver Island the system of tho Govern- 
ment was to create a temporary loan, if 
the Income of the year were not sufficient 
to meet the expenditure; these loans 
could not under the Temporury Loan 
Act, exceed £4000 in any one year and 
were always paid out of the incomo of 
the current year. A permanent loan of 
£40,000 was authorised by tho Local 
Legislature in September' 1862, threo 
fourths of this Loan remained in tha 
Treasury intact, when tho change of 
Government occurred in April 1864, it 
is unlikely that it would havo beou allow- 
ed to remain there unproductive for twelve 
or even six months; moro particularly 
as public works were being carried on at 
that timo in Vancouver Island; this 
makes another increase of ''a jot'' within 
the fivo years spoken of by our correspon- 
dent. Wo have been thu3 particular in 
mentioning dates and figures because 
Self Relianco writing as the apparent cham 
pion of the present Governor, and attmpt,- 
ing to throw a halo of officials inspiratioa 
round tho figures which he quotes, ha3 
most unfairly endeavoured to make it 
appear that tho wholodebt of §1,200,000 
■was contracted before tho present Gov- 
ernor camo into office. Wo must beg to 
remind Self Reliance in his own words 
that misstatements will not rulvanco the 
cause of the Government. We next 
come to the attempted refutation of what 
our correspondent culls, our very wild 
statement, as to the disposition of the 
Colonial income, by way of showing 



are awaro that there was a deficit last 
year, thoy are kept in igoranco of its 
extent ; perhaps Self Reliance can per- 
suado his friends in the Government 
buildings to throw sorao light upon this 
subject. Tho Auditor-General might 
possibly assist him to check the Estimates 
of 1807 and 186S by tho nctual disburse- 
ments; there is neithor difficulty nor wis- 
dom, uor would there be much satisfaction 
in referring to tho Estimates for tho year, 
for tho sake of verifying the figures which 
our correspondent has probably copied 
correctly; but wo would ask Self Reliance 
how far tho payments as passed by tho 
Auditor will substantiate any of the nine 
items given by him which do not como 
within our category. Our correspondent's 
remark; upon "Fork Butchering" in his 
first letter, and his concluding romarks 
upon tho present position of Nova Scotia 
in his second are good, as tending to sug 
gest and promoto discussions upon Con 
federation, AVo rogrot that in his deal- 
ings with figuroa ho should be so docid 
edly loooso.

Total Destruction of Barkervllln »y 
Fire. / 

The Bleam Yacht Leviathan, very ood- 
siderately placed at ihe disposal of the Tele* 
graph Co by His Excellency Gov Seymour, 
arrived hero safely yesterday morning not-* 
withslanding the trip was attended with 
much danger and difficulty by reason ol the 
denBe fog prevailing. Mr J G Norria and 
Mr Johnston of Kootenoy were the only 
persons on board, with the exception of two 
oflioers of tho vessel, the latter having shown 
more than ordinary caution and skill in 
bringing the little craft to port. The very 
unwelcome news of the total destruction by 
fire on the lCth inat, of the town of Barker- 
ville, Cariboo, was brought down— express- 
ly the object o( tho Bteamer'a trip. The 
intelligence was carried by express mefeou- 
ger to Quesnelmoutb, from thonce telegraph^ 
ed to Vale, and was conveyed to New 
Westminster by the steamer Onward on 
Sunday last— iho telegraph in Cariboo and 
other sections being ont of workiug order on 
account of the forest fires raging throughout 
■various portions of the country. Mr Or- 
rnandy the bank messenger sent ua the 
following telegram concerning the cooflagra.-. 
tion : 

Quesnklmootii, Sept 17, 18G8. 

Editor Colonist, — Barkerville was yes- 
terday completely destroyed by fire. It was 
first discovered in Adlor & Barry's saloon 
at 2 p. m., and by 5 o'clock the whole of tbo 
town was destroyed, except Scott's saloon. 
Losb muat be over one million dollars,

Mr J Joonotok, of iha Koolonny Express, 
called upon us yesterday and gave us the 
following investing particulars of that sec- 
tion of the Colony :— Ha left Kootenay on 
the 1st inst., arrivod at Hope on the 15lb ; 
had many detentions ou the vay on account 
of firo, the country being in a blaze from 
Shepherd to Kootenay.. Oo Wild Horse 
Creek, hydraulic claims were puying well as 
usual— the Minnehaha on the 13tb washing 
up 100 o«s, owned by Prion & Co ; Dote & 
Co 124 ots, 4 days ; Nip and Tuck doing 
woll and several otherB. Tho creek was well 
supplied with beef, flour and vegetables. 
Floor 813 per 100 lbs last quotation; beel 
20 cts lb, and other guoda in proportion. Mr 
O'Reilly was anxiously looked (or every day, 
and much disappointment was felt at bis 
non-arrival. Several accidents occurred oo 
the various hydraulics, two miners having had 
their legs broken, besides several Chinamen 
being injured, Bomo severely. The Hook 
Flume co wore in good pay, having got 
thoroughly into their new ground, which the 
flume was inlonded to reach. On Si in ilka - 
meen soveral parties wero at work making 
good wages. Tho trail was very bad in 
places, owing to so much fallon timber, caused 
by tho late fires. On Hopo Mountain the 
weather was cold for the Beoson of the year, ice 
forming so as to bear a horse and rider. 
Two pack trains are on the way from 
Kootenay to Hope to pack in a load of 
liquors, &o. Tho HudBon Bay Co are rush- 
ing in goods from Shepherd, believing the 
season will cloao earlier than usual.

In iho first place let it be remarked, that 
the climate of tnii Colony and that of the 
noighborine country of the United Slates is 
very similar; that both couutriei yield the 
j.anio things ; havo the same natural resources, 
aud that the people of both require very 
much tho same articles. Thero is perhaps 
only one educt tbe PaciCc portion of the 
United States has not, and that substance it 
coal ; but discoveries may soon be made that 
will render it independent of ourselv«s even 
for this commodity. Here then the very 
conditions laid down in tbe quotation do not 
exist. It must be remembered that tbe 
United States possesses a large and advanced 
population. Tho lands, being very much

labor and expend more lor the oloaring or 
their land, a clearing beneficial to tbe whole 
colony ; in Bhort our neiuhborB have a super- 
abundant supply and are obliged to find a 
market in foreign parts. SuppoBC then • 
Reciprocity Treaty made by whioh agricnl. 
lural productions could bo introduced into 
ibis Colony, tho efLot would be that marketB 
wonld bo supplied by Americans ; our 
farmers and others bo dissatisfied leave their 
lands and the rural districts depopulated, 
llaciprocity would resemble in fact compe- 
tition between a email tradesman wilhoul 
capital and a large firm possessed of every 
advantage that uioDey, machinery and energy 
could supply — the former would be ruined 
or carry ou a miserable existence, the latter 
would be masters of the field. Tbo Ameri- 
cans have evuryihing ready for ui, ws no- 
thing for them j Reciprocity then would 
depopulate the rural districts, the very thing 
tho ColoDy does not deairo or require, and 
therefore would be injurions. There might 
perbup« be on increased exportation of lum 
ber or of coal, but the provisions and sup 
plies for tho people producing those, would 
besnpplied by Americans. Would the gain 
by the ono eqanl the loss on the other? In- 
stead of a Reciprocity Treaty, it wonld be 
better for this Colony to join the United 
States, (or assuredly were tho treaty entered 
into, the Americans wonld supply all our 
wants and thus become in reality the mas- 
ters of the oountry, for wo have nothing to 
givo in return. The Reciprocity would be

Editor Colonist, — In your able and 
well written ednorial of Friday last is the 
following sentence: 'We would ask our 
correspondent, what advantages his system 
of partial free trade (t. c, in all such articles 
as are not produeed in Vancouver Island,) 
would give Victoria, whioh could be gained 
not only to tbo city but to the » hole Colony, 
by a treaty of Reciprocity with tbe United 
States.' and likewise the following, 'Reci- 
procity hna its origin in the natural depend- 
ence of tho inbabitanta of one olimate upon 
thoso of another lor tbe auxiliaries, if not the 
necessariaa of life' and 'is fostored by the 
faot of different countries yielding different 
productions to people experiencing similar 
wants.' I would observe Ihe extract quotod 
is applicable to largo and long Bottled com- 
munities, but ia not to Colonies just coming 
into existence. Reciprocity and Free Trude 
both proceed upon Ihe principle that all 
and every nation will adopt their maxims. 

Whut does this Colony require ? The 
anawor usually is population, productive in 
dusirics, aud means of making profit. A 
population to exist must have employment 
Thut which will increaso the population and 
at the same time givo tliem prolltubla work, 
ought to be beueficial to the Colony and vice 
versa. I believe it can bo shown, that Reci- 
procity with the Ui itnd Stales would 
diminish tho population and put an oud to 
agricultural pursuits, whilst Freo Trude in 
Vancouver Island in those articles nut pro- 
duced in Vancouver Island, would increase 
the number of people and sources of profit- 
Supposing that to be bo, Reciprocity must 
ba conaidered.im evil and Free Trade benefi- 
cial to the Colony. I am woll aware that yuu 
have not laid down the contents of the 
treaty ; an advantage to you ; neither am I 
ignorant that this Colony may be divided in- 
to two parts viz., ihe Island, coast and the 
lands upon the lower Eraser being the first, 
th; interior the second portion. They exist 
for tho present under different conditions, tho 
difficulties of access and transport to and 
from thu latter being a sufficient protection. 
There are also essentially two markets for 
tho productions of the country, viz,, tho 
coast and tho interior, each for t he prosunt 
being supplied with tlnso articlea raised in 
ita own proximity. Reciprocity or Frao 
Trado will alleet the lalund and Ihe coast 
very much more than tbo interior of the 
refors, 
er, in 

and to tbo PaciQo portion ol the United 



mainland, my remarks, thorefors, will chiefly 
have reference to the former, in thii Colony 



all on one side— against us. Oa the other 
band it is claimed that Free Trade on all 
such articles as are not produced iD Van- 
couver Island, would increase the farming 
population and the mercantile community 
by opening up new sources of profit, ihe 
capital being obtained from abroad. It will 
not be denied that if Free Trude existed 
that more business would be done as woll 
by our wholesale at retail dealers with 
foreign parts, and that a larger population 
weald inhabit tho city. Instead ol as In Re- 
ciprocity everything being imported from 
the United States, the tables would bo 
turned and we should export to thorn, tie 
more particularly as cur illegal and vexot. 
tiou* and ruinous syatem of obtaining certifi- 
cates from foreign Collectors of Customs 
would be doue away with — iho profit would 
be to the Colony. Ooco again, we should see 
nuRBengers from neighboring ports coming to 
buy goods, and persons departing for other 
places tt-king commodities with them. The 
farmers, as well of Vancouver Island as of 
tbe Fraper, would have a larger market; and 
thus Free Trade would be made subservient, 
not to the ruin of ono large class for the 
benefit of the other, but to tho building up 
of the best interests of ihe Colony, It would 
likewise bo very mutorial aid, and assist in 
keeping Victoria the centre or pivot upon 
which the commerce and communication of 
this part ol tho world lurned and of keeping 
her nhead of tho United States in tha race 
for supremacy for tho ahief commercial city 
of the north Paoifie^and how admirably she 
is fitled for that purpose f Alaska on tbe 
north, Wuchingtnn Territory opposite, Ore- 
gon and San Fruncisco Souih. Free Trade 
would likewise draw ths 'Indian trade' a 
source cf profit too little thought of or 
known. Let the raerchnnts again make 
money and Ihey will, as horotofore, engage 
in enterprises thut will redound to tbe credit of 
the Colony. Accompanying additional traf- 
fic would bo increased business for the ship- 
wright and machinist, and generally people 
seeing prospacts brighter, would ba buoyant 
and once more activo and prosperous. I 
will not extend ihis pubjoct, but I claim that 
Reciprocity would diminish our population 
and bonefit the Americans only — that Freo 
trade would increase our population, benoGt 
our country uud draw profit from tho Ameri- 
cans ; that is the difforence betwrou the 
two. Confodeialion would, for nearly simia 
lar renHons, bo as ruinous to otir farming 
population as Reciprocity. The duties upon 
n^rieuHural produce oro very low in the 
Canadian tariff. All this may be oalled ex. 
peilienoy— Is not all Government a matter of 
expediency ? We cannot do aa older coun- 
tries do, but as wo cannot engage in tha 
lanrer aflairs, wa muBt be conteat with 
Bmnller, and derive profit from whatever 
sources wo can, whether by expediency or 
principle. If both town and country should 
prosper under such a system, sorely it would 
bo tho height ol folly for the one lo oomplain 
or the other 1 Surely it wonld benefit the 
whole Colony to have Victoria a large com- 
mercial city, and to have the commerce of 
tha country carrfed on by her owu resident 
citizens 1 Surely the eclat of being the chief 
city in the North PaciQo would redound to 
iho ctcdit of a British Colony and be not only 
positively advantageous to ourselves, but also 
a most exoollent ndvertisemtnt aud attrac- 
tion. Rely upon it our ooal will tako oare 
of itself, even now at the present hi^b prioa 
less is produced than required. The Ameri- 
cans require coal, it is for them to regulate 
their tariff so as to get the commodity at 
the ohoapeBl rate. Surely wben tho Ccal
